Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions given  in  Form  Port  20  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  number  of  vessels  inspected  by  the  Inspectorial  staff 
showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  637  Deratting  and  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  were  issued  which  compares  favourably  with  the 
figure  for  1961. 

The  number  of  rats  destroyed  annually  by  the  approved 
methods  remains  fairly  constant,  with  the  exception  that  in  1961 
the  figure  was  higher  largely  by  reason  of  the  heavy  infestation 
of  one  vessel.  The  Master  was  in  possession  of  a valid  Deratting 
Exemption  Certificate  and  during  the  vessel’s  stay  in  Hull  1 1 1 
rats  were  trapped.  The  circumstances  were  reported  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  full  details  are  given  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  Chief  Docks  Manager  at  Hull  has  stated  that  during 
last  year  the  first  important  section  of  the  new  development 
scheme  at  King  George  Dock  was  completed  and  two  new  transit 
sheds,  first  of  the  six  in  the  present  programme,  were  in  operation. 

The  past  year  also  saw  the  completion  of  the  new  No.  3. 
Jetty  at  Saltend,  the  principal  part  of  a £1,380,000  scheme  for  the 
modernisation  and  improvement  of  the  Port  of  Hull’s  Oil  Depot. 

In  1961,  for  the  first  time,  five  weekly  services  in  each  direc- 
tion have  been  operated  between  the  Riverside  Quay  and  Rotter- 
dam, during  the  summer  months. 

The  Docks  Manager  at  Goole  states  that  considerable  atten- 
tion has  been  given  to  the  improvement  and  resurfacing  or 
relaying  of  dock  quays  and  transit  shed  floors  and  that  an  exten- 
sion to  Shed  No.  22  (the  largest  in  the  dock  area)  is  nearing  com- 
pletion. Mooring  facilities  have  been  improved  and  improved 
access  to  quays  for  mechanical  appliances  has  been  provided  in 
various  localities. 


Smoke  observations  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  were 
carried  out  on  188  vessels  during  the  year.  In  some  instances 
smoke  emission  exceeded  the  prescribed  limits  but  when  investi- 
gated proved  to  be  due  to  mechanical  defects.  Legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  one  case  which  were  not  successful  and  the  case 
was  dismissed. 

I am  grateful  to  H.M.  Collector  of  Customs  and  Excise  and 
Staff,  the  Superintendent  of  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  and  his 
Officers,  H.M.  Inspector  (Home  Office,  Aliens  branch)  and  his 
staff,  the  Pilots,  Dock  Master,  Owners,  Agents,  Masters  of  vessels 
and  others  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  during  the  year. 
I am  also  grateful  to  the  British  Transport  Commission  at  Hull 
and  Goole  for  supplying  information  regarding  the  trade  of  the 
respective  ports. 

Appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  staff  remains  as  high  as  ever. 
They  have  worked  untiringly  to  ensure  that  the  Department  runs 
efficiently  and  smoothly  and  in  this  they  have  attained  a unique 
standard  of  success. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  members  of 
the  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  keen  and  lively  interest  they 
have  taken  in  all  aspects  of  Port  Health  work  and  whose  courtesy 
and  kindness  to  me  on  all  occasions  is  much  appreciated.

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  definition  of  the  limits  of 
jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

AMOUNT  OF  SHIPPING  ENTERING  THE 
DISTRICT  DURING  THE  YEAR 

During  1961,  9,363  vessels  entered  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole 
with  a total  net  tonnage  of  6,985,309  as  against  9,501  vessels  with 
a total  net  tonnage  of  7,381,378  in  1960. 

In  the  year  under  review  320  ships  were  dealt  with  on  arrival 
by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Authority  ; this  shows  an  increase  of 
13  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  1960. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  visited  6,725  vessels  on  298  of 
which  sanitary  defects  were  discovered,  on  83  of  these  vessels  the 
defects  were  remedied.  In  1960  the  figures  were  respectively  6, 127, 
337  and  115.  Details  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  Table  G,  page

Infectious  Diseases 

No  notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  of 
any  case  of  infectious  disease  having  occurred  on  canal  boats  in  the 
district  during  the  year. 


Legal  Proceedings 

It  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute  legal 
proceedings. 


During  the  year  six  boats'Vere  registered,  two  of  which  were 
of  new  construction. 

The  accommodation  was  found  to  be  of  a high  standard,  in 
fact,  far  in  excess  of  the  legal  requirements.  Modern  materials 
were  used  in  fitting  out  the  cabins  which  resemble,  to  a lesser 
degree,  the  accommodation  found  on  up-to-date  modern  vessels. 

The  type  of  craft  on  the  Authority’s  register  are  “wide” 
boats,  i.e.  not  less  than  seven  feet  six  inches  beam.  These  boats 
play  an  important  part  in  the  distribution  of  merchandise  within 
the  Port  Health  District.  There  is  also  an  extensive  traffic  in  the 
conveyance  of  cargo  from  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole  via  the 
rivers  and  canals  to  many  places  inland. 

In  the  main  these  boats  are  now  self-propelled  and  manned  by 
a crew  of  two  or  three  men  and  a close  watch  is  maintained  by  the 
officers  of  the  Authority  to  see  that  the  living  quarters  are  kept 
up  to  the  required  standard.

These  boats  are  also  regularly  inspected  by  the  Rodent 
Searchers  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  become  rat-infested,  thereby 
preventing  rats  being  transported  to  inland  towns  by  these 
vessels. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

For  the  District 

Under  Article  14,  Part  III,  of  the  International  Sanitary 
Regulations,  every  port  shall  be  provided  with  a supply  of  pure 
drinking  water.  At  the  Port  of  Hull  drinking  water  is  supplied  by 
the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  and  at  the  Port  of  Goole  by 
the  Goole  Borough. 

For  Shipping 

Ships  at  Hull  obtain  their  fresh  water  either  direct  from  the 
hydrants  on  application  to  the  dock  authorities,  or  from  privately 
owned  water-boats.  At  Goole  fresh  water  for  shipping  is  supplied 
by  water-boats.

Where  the  water  samples  were  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
instructions  were  issued  for  the  water  tanks  to  be  cleansed,  cement- 
washed  and  re-filled  with  fresh  water  from  the  district  supply.

Precautions  against  Contamination  of  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes 

Vessels  are  supplied  with  fresh  water  from  privately-owned 
water-boats  or  direct  from  hydrants  on  the  quayside  under  the 
ownership  of  the  British  Transport  Commission. 

Samples  are  taken  periodically  from  water-boats  and  when 
considered  necessary  from  the  hydrants,  the  latter  with  the  consent 
and  co-operation  of  the  British  Transport  Commission. 

Should  any  hydrant  or  equipment  be  found  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  British  Transport 
Commission  who  take  the  necessary  action.

These  boats  are  periodically  cleansed  and  cement-washed  and 
are  kept  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Authority’s  Inspectors. 
Samples  of  drinking  water  are  taken  periodically  and  submitted  to 
the  Port  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis  and  to  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Ships  domestic  water  tanks  are  similarly  sampled  either  as  a 
result  of  complaints  or  as  part  of  the  normal  duties. 

Where  adverse  reports  are  received  the  appropriate  action  is 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  Section  141,  Part  IV,  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  drinking  water  samples 
from  British  ships  are  reported,  at  his  request,  to  the  Provisions 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport  and  Civil  Aviation. 

In  cases  where  the  water  supply  was  intended  for  washing 
purposes  only  and  was  not  marked  “ unfit  for  drinking,”  when  the 
circumstances  were  pointed  out  to  the  person  responsible,  the 
appropriate  notice  was  forthwith  displayed. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952-61 

The  out  of  office  telephone  service  previously  maintained 
by  the  Inspectorial  staff  has  been  augmented  by  the  inclusion  of 
two  members  of  the  Clerical  staff. 

These  officers  are  responsible  for  receiving  news  of  incoming 
vessels  from  Infected  Areas,  together  with  those  with  sickness  on 
board  and  those  carrying  alien  passengers.  They  also  arrange  for 
the  attendance  of  the  boarding  medical  officer  and  accompany 
him  on  all  occasions. 


SMALLPOX 

All  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Smallpox  may  be  sent  to  the 
Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham,  E.  Yorks. 

Ambulances  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  hospital  are  provided 
at  all  times  by  the  Hull  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  city. 
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Vans  are  also  available  for  the  conveyance  of  bedding,  etc.,  to 
and  from  the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station,  Scarborough 
Street,  Hull. 

All  ambulance  staff  and  the  staff  of  the  Authority  are  subject- 
ed to  periodical  vaccination. 

Dr.  Alexander  Hutchison,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  and  of  the  Hull  & Goole  Port  Health 
Authority,  is  the  Smallpox  consultant  for  the  district.

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POLIOMYELITIS 

The  m/v  “ YORK  ” from  Copenhagen  arrived  in  Goole  on 
14/10/61  from  Copenhagen.  The  vessel  was  boarded  on  16/10/61 
by  an  Inspector  when  the  crew  were  reported  to  be  “ All  Well.” 

On  19/10/61  it  was  reported  that  the  2nd  Officer  had  been 
admitted  to  the  Castle  Hill  Hospital  as  a case  of  suspected  Mening- 
itis on  14/10/61  and  was  now  reported  tobeacaseof  Poliomyelitis. 
The  man  left  the  ship  on  14/10/61  to  go  on  leave  and  collapsed 
the  same  day. 

The  vessel  sailed  for  Copenhagen  from  Goole  on  the  a.m.  tide 
of  20/10/61.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Copenhagen  was 
informed  of  the  circumstances. 

Certain  members  of  the  crew,  who  lived  in  Hull  received  the 
oral  vaccine  and  the  remainder  were  offered  injections  at 
Goole. 

The  case  terminated  fatally  on  6th  January,  1962. 

ALLERGIC  RASH 

On  1st  May,  1961,  a case  of  suspected  Scarlet  Fever  ex  the 
m/v  “ KUUTSALO  " from  Kotka  was  admitted  to  the  Castle  Hill 
Hospital,  Cottingham.  The  man  was  subsequently  found  to  be 
suffering  from  an  allergic  rash  and  was  discharged  on  6th  May, 
1961.  The  quarters  and  contents  were  disinfected  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  officer  of  the  Authority. 

GASTROENTERITIS 

On  4th  May,  1961,  a female  passenger,  ex  m/v  “ BOLTON 
ABBEY  ” from  Rotterdam  was  admitted  to  the  Castle  Hill 
Hospital,  Cottingham  suffering  from  Gastro-enteritis.  She  was 
discharged  on  9th  May,  1961.  The  cabin  on  the  ship  was  disin- 
fected under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  Authority  and  the 
bedding  was  treated  at  the  Scarborough  Street  Disinfecting 
Station. 


FOOD  POISONING 

On  2nd  July,  1961,  a first  class  male  passenger,  ex  the  s/s 
" ROLLO  ” from  Gothenburg,  was  removed  to  the  Castle  Hill 
Hospital,  Cottingham,  suffering  from  suspected  Dysentery.  The 
man  was  subsequently  found  to  be  suffering  from  food  poisoning 
and  was  transferred  to  the  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield,  on  25th 
July,  1961,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  was 
informed  of  the  circumstances.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not 
traced  and  it  was  possible  that  the  man  was  infected  before 
embarkation. 

The  cabin,  etc.,  was  disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  an 
officer  of  the  Authority  and  the  bedding  was  removed  to  the 
Scarborough  Street  Disinfecting  Station. 
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PROGRESS  IN  RAT-PROOFING  OF  SHIPS 

The  construction  of  new  vessels  has  continued  to  be  free  from 
permanent  rat  harbourage.  In  older  vessels  where  such  harbourage 
is  found  the  responsible  persons  are  informed  and  advised  by  the 
Officers  of  the  Authority  of  the  most  effective  way  for  eliminating 
the  harbouring  or  rat-proofing.

MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS  FROM 

FOREIGN  PORTS 

Procedure  for  inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats 

The  Authority’s  Inspectors  and  Rodent  Searchers  inspect  all 
ships  from  foreign  ports  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation  as  soon  as 
possible  after  arrival.  Special  attention  being  given  to  those 
coming  from  Plague  Infected  Areas,  direct  or  via  ‘ excepted  ’ or 
British  ports,  numbering  413  in  1961. 

Where  evidence  of  recent  infestation  is  found  traps  are  laid  to 
confirm  the  findings. 

In  1961  traps  were  set  on  204  ships  and  350  rats  were  caught. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  Authority  also  pay  daily  visits  to  ships 
from  infected  Areas  and  enquiries  regarding  the  presence  of  rats 
form  part  of  their  normal  duties. 

On  the  30th  April,  1961,  the  s/s  “ MANSOOR  ” arrived  at 
Hull  from  Chittagong,  Chalna,  Cochin  and  Port  Sudan.  The 
Master  produced  a valid  Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  issued  at 
Chittagong  on  15th  February,  1961. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  procedure  the  vessel  was  boarded 
by  officers  of  the  Authority  and  evidence  of  heavy  rat  infestation 
was  found  in  all  holds,  shelter  deck  space,  engine-room,  forepeak 
and  storeroom,  lifeboats,  galley,  pantry,  mast  houses  and  crew  and 
officers’  accommodation.  The  vessel  remained  in  the  port  for 
five  days  and  continuous  trapping  resulted  in  111  rats  being 
caught.  Specimens  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion ; the  post  mortem  appearances  were  normal  and  spleen 
smears  were  negative  for  P.  pestis. 

The  action  taken  at  this  port  was  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  next  port  of  call. 
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Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological  Examination 

of  Rodents 

A proportion  of  all  rats  trapped  and  all  found  dead,  including 
those  destroyed  by  the  Rat  Catchers  employed  by  the  British 
Transport  Commission,  are  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  184  High  Street,  Hull  for  bacteriolo- 
gical examination.  69  rats  were  examined  during  the  year,  none 
of  which  showed  evidence  of  Pasteurella  pestis.  Details  are  given 
in  Table  E (page  23). 

Arrangements  for  derrating  ships 

Five  methods  of  rat  destruction  are  approved,  namely  : (1) 
Fumigation  by  hydrogen  cyanide  ; (2)  Fumigation  by  sulphur 
dioxide  ; (3)  Fumigation  by  methyl  bromide  ; (4)  Trapping,  and 
(5)  Poisoning  by  sodium  fluoroacetate.  Details  are  given  in 
Tables  E and  F.  (pages  23,  26). 

In  cases  where  ships  may  harbour  plague-suspected  rats  and 
also  in  cases  of  heavy  rat  infestation  it  is  insisted  upon  that 
deratting  be  carried  out  by  fumigation  with  hydrogen  cyanide. 
Where  the  infestation  is  slight  or  moderate  deratting  is  permitted 
by  fumigation  with  sulphur  dioxide  or  poisoning  by  sodium 
fluoroacetate.  Infestation  of  a minor  nature  can  be  dealt  with  by 
trapping. 

There  is  a working  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food  (Infestation  Branch)  whereby  ships 
being  fumigated  with  methyl  bromide  may  be  granted  a deratting 
certificate  provided  the  operation  is  supervised  by  an  Officer  of  the 
Authority. 

Where  deratting  by  fumigation  or  by  sodium  fluoroacetate  is 
considered  necessary  the  work  is  carried  out  by  commercial  con- 
tractors.

INSPECTIONS  AND  NOTICES 
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It  should  be  noted  that  defects  of  original  construction  and  those  arising  from  structural  alterations  are  not  strictly  matters  for 
correction  by  your  officers  and  such  defects  when  found  on  British  ships  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport  for  their  attention. 
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Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  7,982 
visits  were  made  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  to  ships  arriving  in 
the  Port  Health  District.  These  visits  comprise  6,725  initial 
inspections  and  1,257  revisits. 

Ships  which  had  come  direct  from  Infected  Areas  were  paid 
daily  visits  and  ships  from  non-infected  areas  were  visited  as  the 
occasion  demanded. 

In  addition  to  the  above  due  attention  is  paid  by  the  Author- 
ity’s officers  to  the  requirements  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  (Crew 
Accommodation)  Regulations,  1953,  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Transport  and  Civil  Aviation,  which  govern  the  construction  of 
crews’  quarters.  Any  defects  of  original  construction  and  those 
arising  from  structural  alterations  on  British  ships  are  notified  to 
the  Principal  Surveyor  at  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  with  whom 
the  Authority’s  officers  work  in  close  co-operation.  During  the 
year  the  Surveyor’s  attention  was  drawn  to  two  vessels  involving 
defects  arising  from  structural  alterations,  one  of  which  was 
remedied. 

The  “dirty”  conditions  referred  to  in  Table  G on  British 
vessels  are  due  principally  to  the  litter  left  behind  by  crews  when 
“ paying  off  ” and  Hull  being  a terminal  port  for  many  ships 
accounts  for  the  large  figure  recorded.

ORGANISATION  OF  WORK 

The  expected  time  of  arrival  of  ships  carrying  Alien  passengers 
is  notified  by  telephone  by  H.M.  Immigration  Officers  and  the 
shipping  agents  to  the  office  of  the  Authority,  or  to  the  Officer 
on  duty,  after  office  hours. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

In  the  course  of  their  duties  the  Authority’s  Inspectors 
maintain  a strict  watch  on  all  vessels  in  the  port  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act. 

Smoke  observations  were  made  on  187  vessels  and  in  three 
instances  the  vessels  were  observed  to  contravene  Section  I of  the 
Act. 


It  is  customary  in  this  port  where  vessels  contravene  the 
Act  for  the  Inspector  to  board,  if  possible,  and  inform  the  res- 
ponsible officer  of  the  circumstances. 

In  the  three  instances  mentioned  above,  one  was  found  to  be 
due  to  a defective  fan  which  was  under  repair  and  no  further  action 
was  taken.  In  the  second  case  the  smoke  was  reduced  following  a 
verbal  warning  and  a letter  was  sent  to  the  Master  reporting  the 
occurrence  and  no  further  contraventions  were  noted.  In  the  third 
case  which  involved  a tug  under  way  in  the  River  Humber  legal 
action  was  taken  against  the  owners  and  the  Master  of  the  vessel 
but  the  case  was  dismissed. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  HEALTH 

During  the  year  two  certificates  were  issued  to  a local  shipping 
firm  to  the  effect  that  samples  of  sand  from  the  River  Trent,  to  be 
used  for  ships’  ballast,  were  satisfactory  for  the  purpose. 

Samples  of  the  sand  were  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination, 
the  results  of  which  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Eleven  certificates  of  health  were  issued  to  a local  firm  of 
exporters  to  the  effect  that  there  were  no  epidemics  of  Cholera, 
Typhus,  Plague,  Yellow  Fever  or  Smallpox  existing  in  the  Ports  of 
Hull  and  Goole  and  also  that  ports  were  free  from  Foot  and 
Mouth  Disease.  The  certificates  were  in  respect  of  consignments 
of  Textile  Waste,  etc.,  for  shipment  to  Thessaloniki  and  Piraeus. 


DANGEROUS  DRUGS  REGULATIONS,  1953 

During  the  year  three  applications  were  received  from  ship- 
ping chemists  for  certificates  authorising  the  purchase  of  sched- 
uled drugs  for  foreign-owned  vessels,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Regulations. 

In  all  cases  the  vessels  concerned  were  visited  by  an  Officer 
of  the  Authority  to  verify  the  necessity  for  the  drugs.
